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BRITAIN TRADE;S WITH REDS 

When the United Nations belatedly dubbed 
red China an asEfessor In Kprea, two courses 
Were proposed In the final resolution. One 
called for continued efforts to attain a peace- 
rm settlement, the other for study of possible 
sanctions against the communists. 

Enough time has passed to make It plain 
the Chinese do not Intend to seek a settle- 
ment on any reasonable terms. Their price 
for peace Is .Intolerable; they want us to get 
out and Rive them the fruits of aRSresslon. 

Dispatches from the fighting front Indicate 
the Chinese aren't today in the same bar- 
galnliiR position they enjoyed last December, 
when talk of GetCItment was sa much In the 
Blr. They know they won't get those terms, 
But being communists, they aren't likely 
cither to ask tor more sensible arrangements. 

Therefore It seems fair now to raise the 
alternative Issue of sanctions. U. S, repre- 
eontatlves In the U. N. have been trying to 
get things atlrring on the question, but thus 
far without much luck. 

The chier obstacle has been, and will be. 
Great Britain. Clinging grimly to the tattered 
shreds of empire, the British want to hang 
onto the lucrative trade they've been doing 
with red China. They decline to reconcile 
themsaJves to the blunt facts of 1951, 

They like to assert that THEY are the prac' 
■tical ones, accepting the reality of red Chl- 
nese^rule. But just exactly how practical Is 
this course? 

First of all, though they have recognized 
red China, the favor has not been recipro- 
cated. The British have been kept uncere- 
moniously cooling their heels for about a 
year. 

Secondly, this practical acceptance of red 
China, when translated Into trade, spells 
materials lor the Chinese that directly or In- 
directly support the red war machine In 
Korea. And that machine Is )(llllng British 
soldiers aJt well as other V. N. forces. 

Apparently this doesn't give the British 
government too much worry. They go or 
shipping to Chlha, Presumably London news- 
papeiB carry accounts of this trade on one 
page, with reports of British Korean casual- 
ties conveniently tucked out of sight else- 
where. 

The Issue is moral, ]ust as the naming of 
China an aggressor was basically a moral 
problem. And the British and any others 
who wish to do business as usual with a 
criminal aggressor nation are falling short 
of their obligations as members of a world 
community rooted In moral standards. 

The United States should drive the Issue 
to decision before the u. N. If Britain and 
some others wish to stand and be counted 
as favoring normal trade relations with, an 
aggressor, the whole world should know It. 
And the official U, N. record should show It.
